The blaze was spotted shortly 
after 3 p m, yesterday by Mrs. 
John Mazza, owner of the home 
at 7 Patrick Lane in Makefield 
Village, as she was visiting neigh­ 
bors. 


She said she saw smoke pouring 
from the roof of the building in the 
fashionable community. She ran 
inside, called the Yardley Fire 
Company, and left rapidly when 
"I heard the walls crackling.” 
Mrs, Mazza and her two chil­ 
dren. Jon, 4, and Gary, 3. stood 
by helplessly as flames

through the home’s interior,

A 
blazing, 
unoccupied 
three-story frame house was 
reduced to ashes yesterday 
shortly after I p.m. as more 
than 80 firemen and a doz­

Three firemen were overcome 
during the three-hour battle as 
five fire companies fought to keep 
the flames from spreading through 
the dry weeds along the railroad 
tracks of the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road’s Trenton cut-off line near 
Bridgetown Pike.
